Postal Card 100 


The familiar government postal card, a useful moans 
of brief communication, has been with us for quite a while. 

In fact, on September 14 it was 100 years old. On that 
day in 1873 (he original 1 cent card was issued in Wash¬ 
ington. 

To commemorate the event the Postal Service issued 
a new postal card. Symbolic of a century’s inflation, the 
new card will, of course, cost six cents. It’s still a pretty 
good bargain, however. By the standard of other govern¬ 
ment costs, an increase of only a penny every twenty 
years isn’t so bad. 

Everybody Wins? 

In the light ot comments made since the Legislature 
finally agreed to roll back the unnecessary sales tax in¬ 
crease, everybody won the battle that had been going on 
between the legislative and executive branches. 

Th taxpayers certainly did. Governor Reagan got the 
rollback he had been seeking. And legislators who had 
at first opposed him now are happily certain that al¬ 
though they had to do an about face on the actual sales 
tax issue, they gained points in their fight against the 
Governor’s tax limitation measure on the November ballot. 

The arguments pro and con are to the average lay¬ 
man somewhat complicated, as political maneuverings 
can frequently he. But both sides seem confident. The 
Governor’s opponents feel the rollback measure provides 
complicating factors that will generate public opposition 
to his reform measure. He, according to aides, is quite 
confident to the contrary. 

One sure winner, so far at least, is the taxpayer.

GTE Satellite Corporation, a subsidiary of General 
Telephone and Electronics Corporation, has received ap¬ 
proval from the Federal Communications Commission to 
establish a domestic com¬ 
munications satellite system. 

The satellite system includes 
five earth stations, one of 
which will be located north 
of Malibu. 

The earth stations will be 
intercanected by means of a 
satellite 22,300 miles over 
the equator when the sys¬ 
tem becomes operationai in 
September, 1975. It will be 
capable of handling a 1 1 
typos of commercial com¬ 
munications traffic — tele¬ 
phone calls, telegraph, fac¬ 
simile, high-speed data, and 
both color and black-and- 
white television signals. The 
total gross investment for 
the system is estimated at 
more than $52 milion. 

The satellite earth sta- 
tions will be located at Tri- 
unfo Pass, Calif; Hnmosa.ssa, 

Fla.; Pupukea, .Hawaii; Met- 
amora, I.nd.: anti lndiantown 
Gap, Pa. The stations will be 
constructed in or near the 
operating territories of five 
GTE subsidiaries — General 
Telephone Company of Cali¬ 
fornia, General Telephone 
Company of Florida, Hawai¬ 
ian Telephone Compa n y, 

General Telephone Company 
of Indiana, and Bethel and 
Mt Aetna Telephone and 
Telegraph Company in Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

The locations of the earth 
stations were established to 
serve major geographi c a 1 
areas selected on the basis 
of the current volumes of 


communications traffic and 
anticipated future growtn. 

Implementation of the 
satellite system will begin 
immediately in order to 
meet the September, 1975 
operational dote. Land for 
Hie earth stations and the 
ground transmission links 
already has been purchased, 
optioned, or put under pur¬ 
chase agreement. Negotia¬ 
tions will be Initiated short¬ 
ly with contractors and 
equipment suppliers, and 
constrfcuction work at the 
earth station sites will be¬ 
gin by the end of this year. 

The California location in 
Triunfo Pass Is next to 3,350 
foot Sandstone Peak, a for¬ 
mer fire-lookout station in 
the Santa Monica Moun¬ 
tains. Triunfo Pass cuts 
through the .north side of 
Arroyo Sequit or Sequit Can¬ 
yon where the earth station 
will be constructed. The two- 
by-three mile, chaparral- 
covered canyon is about 40 
miles west of downtown Los 
Angelos and north of Mali¬ 
bu about four miles from 
the Pacific Ocean. Beyond a 
few rural .homes a.nd camp¬ 
sites, it is inhabited only bv 
deer, mountain lions and 
taecoons.

If this is the case in today 
America (and I believe it and 
is), the long-range plan is to 
temove the Independence of 
the United States so that 
more Americans would 
readily accept a o.ne-world 
government. If was once

There are many reasons 
why public funding of poii- 
lical campaigns will not 
solve any of the real or 
imagined problems with our 
present system of campaign 
financing. 'Here are just a 
few reasons 

1. Controlling campaign 
financing is an attack on 
the symptom, not the prob¬ 
lem. The problem is big, 
bureaucratic govern ment. 
Eliminate all gove.nm e n t 
programs which are uncon¬ 
stitutional and socialistic, 
and you will reduce excess 
campaign spending. Most "'f 
the money spent in elections 

comes from people 
organizations seeking 
government positions, funds, 
and/or favors. 

2. To believe that public 
financing will reduce spend¬ 
ing in election campaigns is 
to forget that government 
has a very poor record when 
it comes to spending the tax¬ 
payers’ money. In fact, the 
free makot will always do 
things less expensively than 
government. Except in these 
cases where the government 
has destroyed the enterprise 
it was going to operate less 
expensively, which of course 
might be the plan after all 
— no elections (or at least 
(he type of elections held 
in Russia are relatively in¬ 
expensive). 

3. What the government 
finances the eovernment 
controls. Regardless of what 
government promises initial 
ly, the end result of govern¬ 
ment financing of political 
campaigns will be election 
controls over such things as 
ibe subject mattpr of cam¬ 
paign speeches, ,the litera¬ 
ture used, and (he methods 
to he used in disseminating 
it. Which leads us right back 
to the elections In Russia. 

4. The amount of money 
spent in a political enm-

Ward Abandoning 
Election Reform 

Baxter Ward told his fel¬ 
low County Supervisors he 
was necessarily abandoning 
his efforts to enact reforms 
of the financing of County 
elections after being advised 
by the County Counsel that 
only the State can legislate 
in this field. 

Several weeks ago Ward. 
Ihe Fifth District Supervisor, 
icleased his recommenda¬ 
tions for curbing and regu¬ 
lating fund raising and ex¬ 
penditures in Los Angeles 
County campaigns. He point¬ 
ed out at the time that both 
the cities of San Francisco 
and San Diego had recently 
enacted local camp a i g n 
laws. 

Ward expressed his "great 
disappointment” and .said he 
did not want to bring his 
proposals before the Board 
and invite the public to at¬ 
tend a hearing if there was 
no chance of success because 
of the County Counsel’s 
opinion.
